CONSTITUTIONAL PROTECTION OF CITIZENS' RIGHTS ADVOCATED

[Article by Cheng Jiyong [4453 6549 7167], Institute of Legal Research, Shanghai 
Academy of Social Sciences: "The Constitution Should Effectively Guarantee the 
Democratic Rights of Citizens"] 


[Text] Effectively protecting the democratic rights of citizens is an important 
point that should be considered in our constitutional revision. Our state system 
of people's democratic dictatorship (namely, the dictatorship of the proletariat) 
is meant to guarantee those people who make up the overwhelming majority of the 
population the full enjoyment of their own democratic rights and legitimate 
interests, and thereby to exercise dictatorship over the tiny minority who endanger 
the interests of the overwhelming majority. The constitution should provide the 
most fundamental rights and duties of all citizens. Once firmly established in 
the Constitution, these fundamental rights and duties receive the protection of 
the Constitution and can no longer be encroached upon; any violation would be 
regarded as an unconstitutional infringement and should be handled through specific 
legal procedures. Therefore, in order to make the constitutional provision of 
the citizens’ fundamental rights and duties more scientific, I hereby make the 
following proposal as to revision: 


First of all, constitutional considerations must eliminate the influence that 
"leftist" ideas have exerted on current articles of the Constitution, and must 
restore and uphold the correct and effective articles originally provided in our 
first Constitution. Fully protecting the citizens’ democratic rights, which is 
an important aspect of the country's democratization, has traversed a tortuous 
process in our country. The promulgation and coming into effect of the 1954 
Constitution consolidated various political, economic, and cultural achievements 
won by our party in leading the people of the whole country to overthrow the 
three big mountains; the citizens’ fundamental democratic rights received 
unprecedented protection. After the Constitution was promulgated, our state 
also put into effect “Arrest and Detention Regulations of the People's Republic 
of China" and similar laws in order to protect the citizens’ democratic rights, 
and these were forcefully carried out. But after the socialist transformation 
was basically completed, because of the influence of “leftist" ideas the concrete 
protection of certain of the citizens’ democratic rights for a long time had no 
relevant laws to follow--or failed to follow them even when such laws existed; 
furthermore, certain necessary systems and institutions were gradually discarded. 








For instance, the supervisory commission, lawyer systems, and organs of judicial 
administration were all discarded or merged. During the 10 years of turmoil, 

the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques became absolutely 
lawless, and the democratic rights and legitimate interests of the masses of the 
people were crudely -campled upon. At that time, the so-called “four greats" 
failed to play the role of protecting the people's democratic rights, but instead 
they hampered the people's attempts to exercise their own normal democratic 
rights. They took extreme democratization and anarchism as "mass democracy," 

and caused serious damage to our socialist democracy. In the fact of such painful 
historical lessons, the Third Plenary Session of the Party Central Committee 
decided to energetically develop socialist democracy and a socialist legal system, 
pay attention to solving the question of the people's democratic rights, and adopt 
a series of important measures; it did a great deal of work in order to revive the 
fine tradition of stressing democratic rights and put emphasis on the legal 
protection of democratic rights. It eliminated the "four greats" from the 
Constitution, promulgated some important laws, such as the "Local Organic Law," 
“Electoral Law," "Criminal Law," and “Law of Criminal Procedure," and revised 

the “Arrest and Detention Regulations of the People's Republic of China" and 

other important laws, promulgated them, and put them into effect. In addition, 
some necessary institutions and systems were restored. Along with the 
strengthening and perfecting of socialist democracy and the legal system, the 
people will enjoy even broader democratic rights, and our socialist democracy and 
legal system will thus once more have returned to a healthy course of development. 
Consequently, the constitutional revision this time must cleanse away "leftist" 
ideas and influence, revive the fine tradition of stressing the citizens' 
democratic rights, and reflect the new development of socialist democracy and 

the legal systen. 


Secondly, when the Constitution is revised, I suggest that the third chapter of 
the current Constitution on "The Fundamental Rights and Duties of Citizens" be 
moved ahead of the chapter on “The Structure of the State” in order to elevate 

the constitutional status of citizens’ fundamental rights and duties. A socialist 
state is one wherein the people are masters. The work of all state organs 
proceeds from the people's interests, and the people's democratic rights and 
legitimate interests should be respected. The people's right to be masters of 
their own house and the various democratic rights should especially have a 
prominent place in the Constitution; this is determined by the nature of a 
socialist state. This would also better demonstrate the socialist nature of our 


state. According to available statistics, among the modern constitutions proml- 
gated or revised in the 1960's and 1970's by countries of the world, more than 
half of them place the provisions on citizens’ rights and duties ahead of the 
structure of the state. This illustrates that stressing citizens’ rights and 
duties is an important question with which the people are generally concerned. 

Our 1954 Constitution had certain important provisions, such as the principles 
that “citizens are all equal before the law," that “people suffering loss of 

their rights as citizens by reason of infringement by persons working for organs 
of the state have the right to compensation," and that "it is the duty of citizens 
to pay taxes according to the law." Such correct and effective provisions should 
be revived. Also, with respect to the gradual expansion of citizens’ democratic 
rights and freedoms and the provision of material guarantees by the state, relevant 
provisions of the 1954 Constitution should also be revived. In Article 87 of the 








1954 Constitution, after the freedoms of speech, the press, assembly, association, 
procession, and demonstration were provided, it was added that "by providing the 
necessary material facilities, the state guaruntees to citizens the enjoyment 

of these freedoms." This was the socialist character of our Constitution. 


In order to effectively protect citizens’ democratic rights, we must also consider 
adding articles concerning unconstit-tional infringement of rights and also 
provide specific legislation and principies on legal procedures. Because of the 
10 years of turmoil and the remnant poison and influence of absolute lawlessness, 
according to statistics provided by the procuratorial departments alone, the 
country's procuratorial organs at various levels between January 1979 and June 
1980 handled a total of more than 10,000 cases of illegal detention, illegal 
search, forced confession under duress, retaiiation and framing, withholding of 
criminal evidence, sabotaging «f elections, infringement upon the freedoms of 
correspondence, and other such cases of infringement upon citizens’ rights of the 
person and democratic rights (as cited in BEIJING FAZHENGXUEYUAN XUEBAO [JOURNAL 
OF BEIJING INSTITUTE OF LAW AND POLITICS] No 3, 1.980, p 32). In our country, 
conduct which infringes upon citizens’ fundamental rights is serious, illegal 
conduct and, in more serious cases, should be regarded as unconstitutional, 
criminal conduct infringing upon such rights; it must be subject to serious 
punishment by law. Therefore, as we consider and study how to gradually expand 
the power of the masses of the people it running the state and managing economic 
enterprises and other enterprises, in order to really have the work and activity 
of state organs at various levels placed under the supervision of the masses, we 
must at the same time effectively protect the citizens’ democratic rights. For 
instance, democratic management of entrepreneurial units and public institutions, 
as related to the nature, composition, power, and duration of staff and workers 
congresses and commune members’ congresses, etc, should be provided in the 
Constitution in principle. There should also be new provisions on such principles 
as those concerning the system of how principal responsible persons of state organs 
should personally receive the masses and meet the masses on fixed intervals, 

as well as those concerning how people's deputies should maintain liaison with 
their electors and their original electoral units. As for how to effectively 
protect the citizens’ individual rights, apart from the restoration of the 
provision on the right of compensation, clear provisions of principle must be 
made with regard to the citizens’ rights to appeal, expose, etc. At present, 
exposure and appeal by citizens directed against lawless and derelict working 
personnel of the state are generally left to the organs of the systems to which 
they themselves belong, as far as having them investigated and handled. In no 
small number of cases, this must be done with the advance knowledge of or 
intervention by the involved persons themselves. In our people's courts today 
there are no organs devoted especially to the handling of administrative litiga- 
tion. Therefore it is difficult for them to exercise judicial supervision over 
improper administrative measures mete out by relevant organs, entrepereneurial 
units, and public institutions. As a result, not a few cases of infringement 
of citizens’ democratic isights have developed into serious cases because of a 
lack of timely handling. For this reason, in order to effectively protect the 
citizens’ democratic rights the Constitution may consider providing organs and 
legal procedures for handling administrative disputes, dredging the channels of 
communication, and strengthening supervision. At present, our civil laws and 
laws of civil procedure have not yet been promulgated. In such civil laws and 
laws of civil procedure there must be legal provisions ‘ezling with the rights 








and responsibilities of social organizations qualified as subjects of civil rights 
and duties, or namely, legal persons; important principles in this regard should 
first be provided in the Constitution before they can become the basis for 

general legislation. Consequently, when the Constitution is revised, its content 
needs to be strengthened in this regard as well. 


In order to effectively protect the citizens’ democratic rights, there must be 
pertinent procedures for legal control over, and handling of, persons who conduct 
illegal sabotage of democratic rights, on the pretext of exercising them, and 
certain activities of those who care only about themselves but not about the 
general situation. For instance, the contents of such principles having to do 
with protecting the citizens" correct exercise of their democratic rights as 
those on advance mediation of workers’ strikes and students’ strikes, advance 
approval of processions and demonstrations, prohibition of the activities of 
illegal organizations and the publication of illegal journals, etc, should first 
be provided in the Constitution before they can become the basis for general 
legislation.

PROPER HANDLING OF MISTAKES, SETBACKS PROPOSED

[Text] Since the founding of the nation under the leadership of Marxism-Leninism 
and Mao Zedong Thought, our party has lead all the nationalities throughout the 
country to carry our socialist revolution and socialist construction and to achieve 
great successes. However, we have also made mistakes, we have even committed grave 
errors. How should we regard these mistakes and setbacks? 


The Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding 

of the PRC which was passed by the Sixth Plenary Session points out that the successes 
that we have achieved since the founding of the nation are primary, it would be 

a serious mistake to overlook or deny them, nor is it permitted to overlook or conceal 
mistakes. This in itself is erroneous and may lead to even more and even greater 
mistakes. The Resolution calls on us to adopt the basic standpoint of dialectal 
materialism, “to hold firmly to the truth and correct one's mistekes." 


Marxist materialist dialectics tells us that the development of any given thing 
advances spirally, not iu a straight line. The development of society is no excep- 
tiorf. Among all the exploiting classes that have played a progressive role in the 
history of mankind, there are none that have not strengthened their domination only 
after committing countless historical mistakes and have even gone so far as to repeat 
these mistakes. In leading the struggle of the new democratic revolution, our party 
experienced two major defeats in 1927 and 1934, but after drawing a lesson from 

the experience we were then able to go on to achieve the victory of the revolution 
of 1949, Socialism is a brand-new and dynamic social system in the history of mankind. 
The general tendency of socialism is advancement and ascendancy. During advancement 
however, temporary digressions or complications may occur. This conforms to the 
objective laws of the development of things and as such, is not worth puzzling over. 
When discussing the setbacks and mistakes made in establishing the Soviet system, 
Lenin once said: "We haven't forgetten fora minute that our past and present have 
certainly included many setbacks and errors. While founding a new type of national 
system that has never before existed, a new cause in the history of the worid, how 

is it possible not to have setbacks and errors! We must unflinchingly correct these 
setbacks and errors and improve our method of applying Soviet principles to actual 
conditions. (Our methds are still far from being perfect.) ("Selected Works of 
Lenin" v.4 p.568) In our poor and less developed country with such vast territory 
and large population, there are no ready-made paths for us to follow in carryins 








out socialist construction. Since we must feel our own way, it is therefore even 
more difficult to avoid making mistakes. In the past 32 years we have committed 
the political mistake of enlarging the scope of class struggle and in economic con- 
struction we have made the mistake of advancing impatiently and impetuously. The 
reasons for this are many sided, the principle reason being our lack of experience. 
As things are constantly evolving, new conditions and new problems occur repeatedly. 
In addition, revealing the basic essence of things is always one process, people's 
knowledge of things and the accumulation of experience also consists of one process, 
subsequently it is always difficulty for people to avoid making various mistakes 
during this process. Even after our experience has increased quite a bit, it is 
still hard to completely avoid mistakes. Nevertheless, with the experience of the 
successes and failures of the past 32 years behind us, we will be wiser in the future, 
commit fewer errors and prevent grave errors from reoccuring. 


There are those who think that the errors that occur in the process of socialist 
construction are produced by the system of socialism itself. This viewpoint is 
mistaken. On the contrary, the mistakes that we have committed are caused precisely 
because some of our understanding runs counter to the objective laws of the socialist 
system. For example, once the socialist transformation of private ownership ci 

the means of production has been completed and the exploiting class has been eiimi- 
nated as a class and class struggle exists only within a defined sphere, the objec- 
tive laws of socialism require that the people place the focus of work on developing 
the productive forces of society. This is necessary for solving the contradiction 
between the ever-growing materialist needs of the people and an unjerdeveloped system 
of social production. However, because we haven't become fully cognizant of this 
point, we have violated this requirement which is put before the people by the objec- 
tive laws of socialism, we have engaged in class struggle which lead to the "great 
cultural revolution” and created long-term internal unrest. All of this has impeded 
giving full scope to the superiority of the socislist system. The problem of economic 
construction is another example: The basic economic laws of socialism and the laws 
that develop in a planned and proportionate way require that the people start from 
actual conditions and pay attention to overall balance. We have violated this require- 
ment, we have blindly sought excessive haste, high quotas and large gains, we have 
advanced recklessly on several occasions causing tremendous losses. It is clear 

that the mistakes we made in guiding ideology have little relation to the system 

of socialism therefore it is simply not possible to put the blame on the socialist 
system per se. The primary root of our mistakes lies in the socialist system, just 
as the mistkaes of capitalist nations have their root in the capitalist systeu, 

thus it is preposterous to reject the thesis of the superiority of the socialist 
system. In fact, the mistakes we've made in our guiding ideology since the Third 
Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee have essentially been corrected 
by relying on the strength inherent in the socialist system. This clearly demonstrates 
the great superiority of the socialist system which is established on the basis 

of public ownership of the means of production, this superiority includes the ability 
to depend on the strength of its own system to overcome shortcomings and to correct 
mistakes. The capitalist system, on the other hand, is quite different. As the 
contradiction between production relations and production forces of the capitalist 
system becomes increasingly acute, the bourgeoisie ruling class is not only unable 

to correct the pre-existing mistakes, they will also inevitably commit even more 

and even greater mistakes thereby forcing the oppressed class into violent resistance 
which will lead to the destruction of the capitalist systew. In comparison with 

the capitalist system, the system of the socialism has tremendous superiority and 








and vitality, this is quite evident. It is just because of this uperioriiy that 
we have achieved great successes in the past 32 years, in spite of the fact that 
we have committed serious errors. Following the correction of past mistakes and 
following the development of our cause, the superiority of the socialist system 
must be given an increasingly greater role to play in the future. 


In the cause of socialist constructio., it is difficult to completely avoid mistakes 
and setbacks, however, they can be rectified and surmounted. This is an important 
viewpoint for the correct recognition of the mistakes and setbacks that have occurred 
in our undertaking. With this viewpoint we can consciously and confidently proceed 
to correct our mistakes, surmount our setbacks and unflinchingly struggle to make 

our nation a modern and powerful socialist country.

It pointed out: "The four basic principles are the 
common political foundation for the unity of the entire party and of the people 
of all nationalities in the country, and tie fundamental guarantee for the smooth 
progress of thw socialist m“ernization.” 11 fact, our fundamental purpose in 
summarizing the historical experieme of the 32 years since the founding of the 
nation is to further concentrate, on the fouadation of the four basic principles, 
the will and strength of the entire party, entire army and all nationalities in 
the country on the great goal of buildiny a modern socialist power. 


Why is the issue of upholding the four basic principles raised to such a height? 


As we all know, upholding the socialist path, upholding the people's democratic 
dictatorship, i.e., the proletarian dictatorship, upholding the leadership of 

the Communist Party, and upholding Marxism-Lenins and Mao Zejong Thought have 
always been our party's fundamental policy. A proletarian political party since 
its creation, ours is a political party seeking the interest and liberation and the 
happiness of the greatest majority; (rom its creatior, it clearly stipulated 

that Marxism-Leninism is its guiding ideology; from its creation, it clearly 
stipulated that Marxism-Leninism is its guiding iieology; from its crwation, it 
unequivocally declared that it would realize socialism and a communist society in 
China. After 60 years of arduous strvggle, we, in a country with one quarter of 
the world population, created the socialist system and accomplished the aost 
profound and greatest social reform. 


In the 30 plus years since the founding of the nation, by relying on the four 
basic principles, we have overcome all kinds of external provocations and 
pressures and internal disturbances and sabotage by hostile forces, organized 
various kinds of social life around the people's interes’, systematically launched 
the national economic construction and made brilliant achievements. 














As proved by large numbers of irrefutable facts, the four basic principles serve 
as our sharp weapon against all kinds of erroneous ideological trends, the talisman 
for our revolutionary victory and the hope for the development of the Chinese 
nation. On the land of China, the superiority of the socialist system has 
manifested its forceful vitality; the people's democratic dictatorship has 
demonstrated its great power; the leadership of the Communist Party is growing 
ever stronger; Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought are radiating an ever mre 
magnificent brilliance. The four basic principles are the essence of our country. 
They determine the nature of our society, the system of our state, the leadership 
position of our party and the guiding ideology of our revolution and construction. 
Therefore, they are linked with the success or failure of the party's cause, the 
fate of the state and the nation, and the realization of the four modernizations. 


The four basic principles are the starting point of all our party's practical 
actions and the basis for all its lines and policies. That the line determined by 
the 3d Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee to emancipate thinking, 
use our brains, seek the truth from the facts, and unite as one and look forward, 
and the series of policies adopted since the plenary session were accurate was 
because they conformed to the 4 basic principles and were the concrete application 
and vivid manifestations of the 4 basic principles in the new era, closely linking 
the fundamental truths of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought with the practical 
conditions at the present stage. 


On the issue of upholding the four basic principles, two erroneous understandings 
should be corrected. 


One is that some people are accustomed to regarding the party's lines and policies 
since the Third Plenary Session from a "leftwing" standard, feeling that stressing 
the four basic principles is for the purpose of rectifying the "deviations" of the 
Third Plenary Session. Actually, the Third Plenary Session summarized the 
positive and negative experiences, brought order out of chaos in the lines, 

and returned the party's lines and policies to the correct track of Marxism- 
Leninism and to the four basic principles long upheld by us, thereby linking even 
closer with the people's interest and becoming even more united with the masses. 
Take rural areas for instance: The party led the peasants to undertake the land 
reform, eliminate the exploiting system, launch the cooperative movement and 
create the socialist system or public ownership of the means of production. These 
were the main symbols of our adherence to the socialist path. Subsequently, the 
"leftwing" ideological trend of the “larger” and "more public," the better 
emerged, and egalitarianism spread unchecked, causing the maladjustment of 
productive relations and productive forces and resulting in grave consequences. 
Such mistakes themselves were deviations from scientific socialism. After the 
Third Plenary Session, while upholding the socialist system of public ownership 
of the means of production, the party, in its rural policy, adopted a series of 
appropriate measures in accordance with the level of China's agricultural 
productive forces and that of management, such as creating all kinds of production 
responsibility systems, opening up market tradeing, restoring and expanding the 
private plots of commune members, encouraging household sidelines, production, 
etc. All these were compatible with socialist principles and with Marxism- 
Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought and were supported and welcomed by the broad 
urban and rural masses. As a result of practice, the socialist agriculture has 














developed and the peasants have become more devoted to the party and socialism. 
In what way, then have we deviated from the socialist direction? 


The other erroneous understanding is to regard the four basic principles from a 
rightwing standard, feeling that stressing them will block the development of 
democracy and the emancipation of thinking. Those with this misunderstanding 
confuse the socialist democracy and ideological emancipation advocated by the 
Third Plenary Session with bourgeois liberalization. Some even regard the four 
basic principles as "clubs," "formulas," and "whips" and threaten to "break 
through" them. Such ideological mistakes are apparent. Obviously, upholding the 
four basic principles is precisely for the purpose of guaranteeing a greater 
development of the socialist democracy and the correct direction of ideological 
emancipation. The experience of history has taught us: Whenever our country 
deviated from the four basic principles,the cause of the party and the people 
suffered setbacks, or even serious disasters; whenever we upheld the four basic 
principles, the cause of the party and the people prospered and developed. Today, 
if we depart from the four basic principles, our endeavor to build a modern, 
highly democratic and highly civilized socialist power will fail. 


In early 1979, an erroneous ideological trend distorting the spirit of the 

Third Plenary Session and negating and resisting the 4 basic principles emerged 
in society, and there were those in our party who, due to their mental 
ossification, showed sympathy and supported it to various degrees. In March 
that year, Comrade Deng Xiaoping, on behalf of the Party Central Committee, 
solemnly reiterated the four basic principles. The Central Work Conference last 
December advocated the positive and active, bold and just, and persuasive 
propagation of the four basic principles and urged a forceful struggle against 
the seriously erroneous ideas opposed to them. This time, the Party Central 
Committee included upholding the four basic principles in the "Resolution on 
certain questions in the history of our party since the founding of the People's 
xepublic of China." That the Party Central Committee reiterated the four basic 
principles and stressed them repeatedly is because they are the foundation of 
the unity of the entire party and entire people and the guarantee of the victory 
of the socialist cause. Each and every party member, each and every comrade, must 
remain unswerving and steadfast on this momentous issue.

Part I. A Review of the History of the 28 Years Prior to the Founding of the 
People's Republic 


This part contains a review of the 28-year history prior to the founding of the 
people's republic and the meaning of the victory of the revolution. 


1. The 1911 revolution led by Sun Yat-sen overthrew the imperial Qing Dynasty 

but did not change the semicolonial and semifeudalist nature of Chinese society. 
All the other parties and factions were unable to find a way out for the country 
and the nation. The Chinese Communist Party, which alone was able to point out 
the way for China to advance, became an unprecedented leading force in the Chinese 
revolution.

2. The victory of the Chinese revolution was achieved under the guidance of 
Marxism-Leninism. Applying the fundamental principles of Marxism-Leninism 
creatively by combining them with the reality of the Chinese revolution, the 
party ushered in the great Mao Zedong Thought and discovered the correct road 
to achieve victory for the revolution. This is a great contribution to the 
development of Marxism-Leninisn. 


3. The party experienced four revolutionary stages in the 28 years prior to the 
founding of the people's republic. It was Comrade Mao Zedong and the party Central 
Committee he headed that saved the Chinese revolution each time it faced a life- 
and-death crisis and it was the party Central Committee he headed that led the 
people of the whole country to complete victory in the new democratic revolution. 


4. The history of these 28 years speaks eloquently for one est-~bished truth. 

That is, if Comrade Mao Zedong had not been around to save the Chinese revolution 
from its many crises and if the party Central Committee he headed had not provided 
the whole party and the whole country with a firm, correct direction, our party 
and the people of the whole country would have had to grope in darkness much 
longer. Like the Chinese Communist Party, which the people of all nationalities 
recognize as the core of leadership, Comrade Mao Zedong is generally recognized 

as a great leader of both the party and the people, and the Mao Zedong Through 
which emerged out of collective struggle is generally recognized as the guiding 
ideology of the party. This is but the inevitable outcome of the 28-year history 
prior to the founding of the people's republic. 


Part II. A Basic Evaluation of the 32-Year History Since the Founding of the 
People's Republic 


This part contains a basic evaluation of the 32-year history since the founding 
of the people's republic and points the way to recognize our achievements and 
mistakes. 


l. The "resolution" analyzes the spectacular achievements of these 32 years. 

They fall in 10 different areas. The greatest achievement is the establishment 

of the socialist system, which is the most far-reaching and greatest social change 
in the history of our country and will be the basis of ow. country's advance and 
development. 


2. Achievements and mistakes must be approached correctly. Our achievements are 
the most outstanding and basic in these 32 years. It is a big mistake to overlook 
and deny our achievements and successful experience. However, there were many 
mistakes in actual work because our party did not have enough experience in leading 
the socialist enterprises, and the party leadership made some subjectivist mistakes 
in analyzing the situation and assessing the conditions of the country. Instead 

of overlooking mistakes and covering up mistakes which should have been discouraged, 
our position should be to "uphold the truth and amend mistakes." The same position 
helped us out of danger and turned defeats into victories in the past and it will 

no doubt lead us to even greater victories from now on. 
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Part III. 7 Years of Basic Completion of Socialist Transformation 


This part covers the period between October 1949 and 1956 when we switched from 
new democracy to socialism and basically completed the socialist transformation. 


1. The socialist transformation of our country was inevitable and the "three big 
transformations" were the dictates of history. Now there are people who question 
or even repudiate the socialist transformation. That is a big mistake. 


2. The general line for the transition period proposed by our party and the 
guiding principles and basic policies it formulated were correct and creatively 
opened a road leading to a socialist transformation compatible with the unique 
conditions of China. The victory it won was simply dazzling. 


3. The historical implication of the party's "Eighth Congress" is that the line, 
principles and policies laid down by the “Eighth Congress" in 1956 pointed out the 
correct direction for party building and the development of socialist enterprises 
during the new era. The "Eighth Congress" pointed out that after the socialist 
system is established, the major contradiction within the country would be that 
between the need of people for speedy economic and cultural development and the 
inability of the economy and culture to satisfy the needs of the people rather 
than that between the working class and the capitalist class. This scientific 
assessment offers meaningful guidance for our revolution and construction today. 


Part IV. 10 Years of All-Out Socialist Construction 


This part covers a period of 10 years between 1956 and 1966 when our country 
embarked on all-out large-scale socialist construction and scored tremendous 
accomplishments. This represents the main thrust of the work of the party. The 
party also sustained some setbacks during these 10 years due to serious mistakes 
in its guiding principles. 


1. In this 10-year period the party scored tremendous accomplishments in various 
areas as it led the people of the whole country to embark on all-out socialist 
construction. At the same time, the party acquired valuable experience in leading 
socialist construction. The material and technological base and the core of 
personnel now engaged in modernization construction were built and trained in 

this period. 


2. In this period of 10 years, faulty guiding principles in party work led to 
many leftist errors, resulting in serious losses to the state and the people. 
But the party was alert enough to sum up the lessons it derived from experience 
and corrected the mistakes. Consequently, the national economy bounced back and 
grew between 1962 and 1966. 


3. All the successes in this 10-year period were achieved under the collective 
leadership of the party Central Committee headed by Comrade Mao Zedong. The 
collective leadership of the party Central Committee was also responsible for the 
mistakes made during this period. Although Comrade Mao Zedong was mainly respon- 
sible, he could not be held responsible for allthemistakes. At this juncture, 
Comrade Mao Zedong's errors in the theory and practice of class struggle in a 
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socialist society had become more serious and his personal arbitrary workstyle 

was threatening the party's democratic centralism and drifting toward a personality 
cult. The party Central Committee did not act in time to correct these mistakes. 
This led to the outbreak of the "Great Cultural Revolution." 


Part V. The 10 Years of the "Great Cultural Revolution" 





This part presents an analysis of Comrade Mao Zedong's arguments for launching 
the "Great Cultural Revolution" and his mistakes, a review of the course of the 
"Great Cultural Revolution," and an analysis of the causes of the "Great Cultural 
Revolution." 


1. The "Great Cultural Revolution" was erroneous in theory and practice. Its 
theory was “continuing revolution under the dictatorship of the proletariat." 
The trouble is that its assessment of the conditions of the country, analysis of 
the nature of the “struggle” and method of resolving the problems were all wrong. 
It was a departure from the orbit of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, incom- 
patible with both Marxism and reality. Launched erroneously by the leadership 
and made use of by the counterrevolutionary cliques, the "Great Cultural Revolu- 
tion" brought about disastrous internal turmoil to the party, the state and the 
people of all nationalities. 


2. There are two points to bear in mind in evaluating the role of Comrade Mao 
Zedong in this particular period: 1) Comrade Mao Zedong's serious mistakes must 
be clearly distinguished from the counterrevolutionary conspiracy of Lin Biao, 
Jiang Qing and their cliques; and 2) in spite of the serious mistakes affecting 
the whole situation made by Comrade Mao Zedong, he did certain good and correct 
things both domescically and internationally and we should not repudiate all he 
did just because of those serious mistakes. 


3. Due to the joint struggle put up by the whole party and the cadre masses 
during this 10-year period, we were able to mitigate to a certain extent the 
damage done by the "Great Cultural Revolution." Even though our enterprises 
were severely damaged by the counterrevolutionary clique of Lin Biao and Jiang 
Qing, we finally subdued them, and the nature of the party, the people's 
political authority, the people's army and society as a whole remained intact. 
4. In ascertaining the causes of the "Great Cultural Revolution," we have to 
cover the responsibility borne by Comrade Mao Zedong ss well as the complex socio- 
historical factors. Only by analyzing these factors scientifically can we draw a 
lesson and prevent the repetition of such serious mistakes. 


Part VI. A Historical Turning Point 


This part describes the emergence of a new period of historical development after 
the overthrow of the Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique. 


1. The “resolution" affirms the contribution of Comrade Hua Guofeng in the 
struggle which overthrew the Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique and the valu- 
able work he did afterward. It also points out his leftist errors in the political 
and economic areas, his effort to carry on and reluctance to correct an erroneous 
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policy based on “two blind faiths," and his encouragement and acceptance of his 
own personality cult as he defended the old personality cult. All these indicate 
clearly that it was impossible to correct the leftist errors within the party and 
revive its best traditions under his leadership. 


2. The Third Plenum of the party Central Committee was a very significant turning 
point in the history of our party. It brought to an end a period of indecision 

in party work after October 1976 and launched an all-out effort to correct the 
leftist errors during and before the “Great Cultural Revolution." In leading 
actual work, it instituted a series of significant changes which represented the 
revival and establishment of a correct direction based on Marxism. As the scien- 
tific principles of Mao Zedong Thought and the correct policy of the party began 
to revive and develop under brand new conditions after the Third Plenum, all the 
work of the party and the state advanced by leaps and bounds and our country took 
a turn for the better economically and politically. 


Part VII. The Position of Comrade Mao Zedong in History and Mao Zedong Thought 
This part contains a primary key question which the "resolution" seeks to answer. 


1. The great achievements of Comrade Mao Zedong. Comrade Mao Zedong was a great 
Marxist, a great proletarian revolutionary, strategist and theoretician. His 
great historic achievements are immortal. In spite of the serious mistakes he 
made during the "Great Cultural Revolution,” taking his life as a whole, his 
contributions to the Chinese revolution tar exceed his mistakes. His achievements 
are primary while his mistakes are secondary. 


2. The content of Mao Zedong Thought. Mao Zedong Thought is the product of the 
combination of the universal principles of Marxism-Leninism and the concrete 
reality of the Chinese revolution, the summation of the correct theory of the 
Chinese revolution and experience, and the crystallization of the collective 
wisdom of the Chinese Communist Party. The creative theory of Mao Zedong Thought 
has enriched and developed Marxism-Leninism in the following areas: 1) The 
theory of the new democratic revolution includes principally the “three magic 
weapons," occupation of villages to encircle cities and then the winning of a 
nationwide victory. 2) The theory of the socialist revolution and socialist 
construction includes mainly the "three great transformations," strict distinction 
and correct handling of the two different kinds of contradictions under the 
socialist system, and the road toward industrialization of China. 3) The theory 
of building the revolutionary army and military strategy are Comrade Mao Zedong's 
unique contribution to Marxist-Leninist military theory. 4) The theory of party 
building. In addition, Comrade Mao Zedong advanced many lasting and meaningful 
observations and policies on revolutionary strategy and tactics, political ideo- 
logical work, education in communist morality, culture, the nationalities and 
foreign relations. 


Comrade Mao Zedong also applied dialectical materialism and historical materialism 
to all the work of the proletarian party and brought into being a genuinely Chinese 
Communist position, viewpoint and method. These may be summed up in three basic 
concepts: seeking truth from facts, following the mass line and acting on our own 
initiative independently. 
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3. Mao Zedong Thought is a valuable intellectual treasure of our party and will 
guide our actions for a long time to come. 


4. We must overcome two incorrect approaches to Mao Zedong Thought. One of these 
is to deny its scientific value and its usefulness as a guide to our enterprises 
just because Comrade Mao Zedong made mistakes in his latter years. The other is 

a dogmatic approach which upholds whatever Comrade Mao Zedong said as immutable 
truth or even refuses to admit realistically the mistakes he made in his latter 
years and defends these mistakes in new practices. Both these approaches fail 

to make a distinction between the Mao Zedong Thought which became scientific 
principles through years of historical tests and the mistzkes he made in his 
latter years. The distinction is very important. 


Part VIII. Unite and Struggle for the Construction of a Strong Modernized 
Socialist State 


This part presents a basic summation of the historical experience of our party 
in the 32 years after the founding of the people's republic and points out the 
objectives of struggle for our party in a new historical period. 


l. The objectives of struggle for our party in this new historical period are 

to build up our country into a highly democratic and cultured strong socialist 
state with modern agriculture, modern industry, modern national defense and modern 
science and technology. Furthermore, we have to bring about the return of Taiwan 
to the fatherland so as to achieve the task of national unification. Our main 
purpose in summing up the historical experience of the 32 years after the founding 
of the people's republic is to uphold the four basic principles as a foundation 
from which to focus the attention and energy of the whole party, the entire army 
and all the nationalities of the whole country on this gigantic objective of 
building a strong modernized socialist state. 


2. It is important and necessary to uphold the four basic principles because they 
are the political foundation to rally the whole party and all the nationalities 
of the whole country and also the basic guarantee'of unobstructed progress of the 
socialist modernizations. All opinions and actions deviating from the four basic 
principles are wrong and all opinions and actions which repudiate and undermine 
the four basic principles are not permissible. 


3. “Only socialism can save China." This is the most basic historical experience 
of the 32 years since the founding of the people's republic. Our country has 
already established the socialist system and entered the socialist society. Any 
viewpoint which repudiates this basic fact is wrong. We must struggle resolutely 
against all activities which undermine socialisn. 


4. A new China cannot exist without the Chinese Communist Party. Similarly, a 
modernized socialist China cannot exist without the Chinese Communist Party. Any 
opinion or action aimed at weakening, breaking away from or undermining the leader- 
ship of the party is absolutely impermissible. 


5. Our party has established step by step a correct road of socialist moderniza- 
tion compatible with the conditions of our country. This road will be enriched 
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and developed continually in actual practice. Its main points are the experience 
in 10 different areas which must be earnestly studied and understood. 


6. We are determined to correct the erroneous slogan used in the “Great Cultural 
Revolution" calling for “continuing revolution under the dictatorship of the 
proletariat" by which one class overthrows another class. This does not mean 

that the revolutionary tasks are accomplished, that revolutionary struggles in 
varicus areas are no longer needed. The development of socialism into communism 
is a great revolution unprecedented in the history of mankind. Our present 
struggle to build a modernized socialist state is a stage in this great revolution. 
We must maintain the lofty revolutionary ideal and ardent revolutionary resolve to 
accomplish the great socialist revolution and com,truction. 


7. The great achievements made for the people by our party in the past 60 years. 
Having been through 32 years of successes and failures, repeated assessmenis of 
correctness and errors, especially the deliberations and summations of the last 
few years, our party has increased immensely its understanding of socialist revo- 
lution and construction. It has the courage to face up to and correct its own 
mistakes and is determined and capable of preventing the repetition of those 
mistakes of the past. We are firmly convinced that the future of socialism and 
of hundreds of millions of people of the whole country is great. As long as we 
strengthen the unity of the party and that of the party and the people under the 
great banner of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, we can unquestionably build 
our country step by step into a modernized, highly democratic, highly cultured 
strong socialist state!

YOUNGER CADRES CHOSEN FOR TOP MEDICAL POSITIONS

and Middle-aged Core To Be Leaders") 


[Text] Mobilizing and relying on the masses to recommend and select talented people, 
Sanshui County People's Hospital has chosen 28 middle-aged and young medical 
personnel to assume leading posts in the hospital and technical offices. Thus, 

the leading group is beginning to become younger, more knowledgeable, and more 
specialized, furthering the development of medica] treatment, prevention and scien- 
tific research. 


Sanshui County People's Hospital is a general hospital. Following the Third Plenary 
Session of the CCP and during the process of implementing the policy towards 
intellectuals, the hospital made an analysis of the composition of the leading 
group: Of the four hospital directors and deputy directors, only one hospital 
deputy director has specialized medical knowledge and he was old and infirm, the 
rest were basically non-professionals. Among the cadres of the subsections and 
sections (divisions), the technologically skilled core of young people was quite 
small. In order to change this situation, the hospital's party tranch adopted the 
open-door method for selecting capable personnel: the relevant policies, qualifica- 
tions and requirements for the selection of profesiional cadres were turned over 

to the masses to give them the chance to discuss and evaluate them. The people 
then recommended the best qualified persons, the ones who had both ability and 
political integrity. The party branch, in keeping with the views of the masses, 
decisively put forward a list of names based on their joint assessment and everyday 
knowledge of the cadres. They then submitted the list to a higher authority to 
review the appointments. For example, there is the case of the physician Huang 
Zurong [7806 4371 2837], a medica! college graduate, who for over 10 years has 
consistently devoted himself to the clinical practice of internal medicine. His 
ideas are progressive and he has had the honor of being admitted to the party. In 
his professional life he has studied intensively and has had the most extensive 
experience in internal medicine of all the doctors in the hospital. There is also 
the case of the physician Lin Zhibai [2651 4249 4101], a 1960's medical college 
graduate who has been practicing clinical surgery for many years. Ue is able to 
perform extremely difficult major operations and is known as the "knife" of the 
hospital and furthermore, he has definite organizational ability. Based on the 
recommendations of the majority of people in the hospital, they were appointed 
deputy directors of the hospital by the higher level organizational unit. 








After these young and middle-aged professionals assumed their posts, they gave full 
play to their professional skills and brought about a change in the hospital's 
image. After the deputy directors Huang Zurong and Lin Zhibai took up their posts, 
they did a fact-finding study on the professional status of each office in the 
hospital and in just over 6 wonths presented, in order of priority, more than 10 
proposals that reflected their findings. In order to raise the level of technolog- 
ical skill among the medical personnel of the hospital, they formulated plans for 
each category of medical personnel to do some brushing up and engage in advanced 
studies, to actively conduct academic lectures on varicus special topics, and, in 
time, to sum up the advanced experiences of medical practice. In their clinical 
practice they developed their own expertise and methodically organized the medical 
staff to save the lives of some critically ill patients. In march of this year, 
after the young nurse Qian Gunhao (6929 5028 1170) was selected as assistant head 
nurse in the departeent of internal medicine, they helped the old head nurse 
organize all the nurses in the department to carry out technical training activities 
which lead to a noticeable improvement in the quality of nursing. 


At the same time that the hospital was training and selecting young and middle-aged 
cadres, attention was also given to carrying out correct ideological work regarding 
the senior cadres, and appropriate arrangements were made for the retirement of one 
deputy director of the hospital and for another's retirement due to illness. The 
best care possible was provided for the other elderly and frail doctors and nurses. 
Moreover, the young cadres respected the senior cadres, and it became common 
practice to seek advice from the senior cadres. In this way the senior cadres were 
made to feel at ease in assisting and supporting the new cadres in carrying out 
their duties. 


Health Institute Promotes Professionalism 


The leading group of the 18 room Commune Health Institute in Lian County has been 
re-organized and during the first 10 days of this month, all the professional 
hospital directorships were assumed without exception by the medically skilled core, 
graduates of medical school. Those non-professional leading cadres who were not 

fit to continue working at the hospital were relocatei and suitable arrangements 
were made. 


During the decade of internal unrest there existed a group consisting for the most 
part of elderly and weak non-professional cadres who had no understanding of skilled 
medical practice. Their existence was due to the erroneous "leftist" influence 

and disruption. They were sent to the 18 room Commune Health Institute in Lian 
County to hold the leading positions. The general educational level of this group 
of comrades was fairly low. Even though some had the best of intentions, they did 
not understand medical technology so they had dif“iculty in performing their duties 
and failed to inspire the enthusiasm of the medica. and nursing staff. The quality 
of medical treatment and nursing declined in many hospitals. 


Following the Third Plenary Session of the CCP, the County Department of Public 
Health, with the support of the County CCP Committee, gradually proceeded to re- 
organize the leading groups in each commune health institute throughout the county. 
Cadres who still had the ability to work were reassigned work according to their 
abilities, while elderly and sick cadres were retired. In the meantime, a medically 
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skilled core made up of 24 people with specialized medical training, a clear under- 
standing of policy and organizational ability, were selected to fill the posts of 
hospital director and deputy director in each commune health institute. This, in 
turn, enabled the leading groups in commune heclth institutes throughout the county 
to take on a younger, more knowledgeable, and more specialized look, and promoted 
the development of medical and public health activities. Once the professionals 
were made hospital directors at the Dongpo commune hospital, they quickly corrected 
the phenomena of medical tulpractice and of poor quality medical care that had 
occurred in the past. Ordinary surgical operations can now be carried out smoothly 
and the control of administering drugs has also noticeably improved. It has been 
praised by the higher level public health department as the most advanced public 
health unit in the county.

TIANJIN PROMOTES YOUNG, MIDDLE-AGED CADRES

[Text] While advances have been made in the task of selecting and promting 
competent young cadres is being launched, yet, when compared with the need of 
the situation, a stronger emphasis and greater speed are called for. This point 
was made emphatically in the staff meeting of the Tianjin personnel departments 
held a few days ago. 


Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Central Committee, the departments, 
commissions and staff offices of the city committee and municipality, and various 
wards, counties and bureas have selected and promoted 140 young and middle-aged 
cadres for leading posts; according to statistics of the 538 companies and 

large factories of the 46 bureaus in the city, 445 young cadres under 50 years of 
age have been promoted. Despite such accomplishments in the task of promoting 
competent cadres in their prime to take up leading positions in the Party, the 
aging situation on the leadership level is still grave: the average age of 
cadres leaders in wards and bureaus and those on equivalent levels is 58. The 
average age of cadres responsible for Party administrative duties is 62.5; 

70 percent of these are above 56, and only 11 percent are under 50; and 14.6 
percent of the cadres are basically unable to handle normal work. These phenomena 
point out clearly that the task of promoting competent young and middle-aged 
cadres for leading posts is not going quickly, but rather slowly. 


The reason for this tardiness is still due to the influence of "leftist" thinking. 
Feudalistic concepts and metaphysical outlooks such as “determining rank according 
to seniority" and "demanding perfection in men" are the obstructing ideological 
forces in the task of promoting competent young and middle-aged cadres at 
present. The organizational departments and personnel bureaus of the Party 
committee of all levels should widen their fields of vision and look upon the 
promoting of young and middle-aged cadres as a pre3sing strategic task, not only 
to be grasped firmly, but with speed, so as to further unify ideologies and 
substantially strengthen leadership, uncover talent from all sources, grasp 
firmly the training and promoting as quickly as possible of those young and 
middle-aged cadres with political integrity and ability to leading positions so 
as to keep our cadres young, knowledgeable and professional. Otherwise, we will 
harm this tremendous undertaking. 
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The meeting pointed out that in order to maintain youth, knowledge and 
professionalism amidst our cadres, the management of services concerning veteran 
cadres such as leaves of absence and retirement must be handled efficiently. 
Veteran cadres have dedicated themselves to the great cause of the Party and the 
people for decades, made valuable tributes, and accumulated rich experiences. 

They are precious assets to our Party and our country. We should enthusiastically 
create conditions which will provide them with longevity, good health and content- 
ment in their later years. Men must grow old, retire or take leave. We should 
make better arrangements for these veteran cadres. Failing to do it well will 
result in a loss of support from the people, in addition to being unreasonable. 

We should respect the aged, honor the wise, and create a good atmosphere. 


The meeting pointed out that the personnel departments should endeavor to do a 
good job of the allocation and deployment of cadres during the period cf 
readjustment.

VIEWS ON QUESTIONS OF HISTORY OF MARXIST PHILOSOPHY EXPRESSED 
Guangzhou NANFANG RIBAO in Chinese 31 Aug 81 p 3 


[Article signed Wen Ze [5113 3419]: "“Contending Views on Questions Concerning the 
History of Philosophy") 


[Text] In philosophical circles there are now contending views on questions con- 
cerning the history of Marxist philosophy; the following briefly lists some of 
these important questions: 


The Target of Our Studies 


One opinion regards the target of our studies of the history of Marxist philosophy 
as the history of the formation and development of Marxist philosophy and its 
inherent law. This would include the study of the writings and the philosophical 
views of Marxists since the beginning of Marxism, it would clarify what led to 
their development, relate them to certain historical conditions, arrive at a 
balanced assessment and seek to find the laws of their development. 


Some comrades are of the opinion that the study of the history of Marxist philosophy 
must not only consider and reflect the ideological achievements of the classical 
writers, but at the same time must also consider and reflect the contributions of 
other marxists to Marxist philosophy. It should not matter whether the men were 
from socialist or capitalist countries, whether they were leading personalities of 
the party or specialists in the field of Marxist philosophy, as long as they have 
made some contribution to Marxist philosophy, they should be included in the study. 


The Question of Categorization 


One opinion believes that the periodization of the history of Marxist philosophy 
should take the following three main points as its basis: 1. Economic development, 
for instance Leninism denoting the period of development from capitalism to 
imperialism. 2. The condition of political, revolutionary development. 3. The 
revolutionary practice of our revolutionary teacher. 


Another opinion believes that the guideline must be the development of theory. A 
time without any development of theory is not to be marked off as a separate period, 
otherwise there might be confusion with the history of the international communist 


movement. 











The Question of the Point of Departure 


One opinion believes that man is the point of departure for Marxist philosophy. 
The question of the nature of man is the logical starting point for historical 
materialism and the premise for the formation of a materialist conception of history. 


One opinion believes that the po:int of departure for Marxist philosophy should be 
economic relations. Marx distinguished the productive activities of man from man's 
life activities and regarded productive activities as the most basic of human 
activities. From man's social relations he singled out production relations and 
economic relations and took them to be the factors that determine man'‘s nature. 


One opinion believes that practice should be the point of departure for Marxist 
philosophy, because practice is the essential and natural element of man. The 
establishment of a practical outlook helps men achieve scientific explanations to 
their questions. Practice is a bridge that brings together the subject and the 
object. The establishment of a practical outlook will combine three views into one 
perfect united entity: the view on nature, the viewpoint on perception and the 
historical viewpoint. 


One opinion believes that the point of departure for Marxist philosophy should be 
work, because work indicates clearly the relationship of man to nature and man to 
man. Marx and Engels emphasized that the relationship of man to nature is the 
premise for the materialist conception of history, and also pointed out that "the 
unity of man and nature," which is the essence of work, determines not only the 
development of the production force, but at the same time also the relationship of 
man to man, that is the production relations. 


One opinion believes that the point of departure for Marxist philosophy should be 
the primary status of matter with consciousnes in a secondary position, social 
existence in a primary position and social consciousness in a secondary position. 
They believe that Marx and Engels only after using the basic viewpoints of materi- 
alism in their observation of social life and discovering the decisive role of the 
economic factors in the development process of society, came to a scientific 
assessment of the nature of man and thus laid the foundation for the materialist 
conception of history. 


The Position of Mao Zedong's Philosophical Thoughts Within the History of Marxist 
Philosophy 


Everybody is agreed that Mao Zedong's philosophical thoughts cccupy an important 
position in the history of Marxist philosophy. What are Mao Zedong's philosophical 
thoughts? There are differences of opinion on this question. One opinion believes 
that Mao Zedong's philosophical thoughts are a product of the integration of the 
universal principles of Marxist philosophy with the concrete practices of the 
Chinese revolution, that they are a sinocized philosophy of Marxism. Another opinion 
believes that the important features of Mao Zedong's philosophical thoughts are the 
emphasis on the dynamic role of practice, as well as the emphasis on the dynamic 
role of perception and the concrete historical unity of theory and practice.

BLIND ALLEGIANCE TO MARXISM-LENINISM DECRIED

[Text] As a matter of fact, from the standpoint of the Chinese communists, the 
most fundamental and most important thing has to be to uphold the scientific 
ideology of Marxism. This is because the scientific ideology of Marxism includes 
socialism, people's democracy, the functions of the party and whatever these 
things entail. At present, the highest decision-makers of the CCP especially 
emphasize “upholding the leadership of the party," identifying this one “upholding” 
as the core of the “four insistences." However, should party leadership deviate 
from the scieutific ideology of Marxism, would this kind of “leadership” have to 
he “upheld"? Someone may say; “Our party is a Marxist-Leninist party,” in which 
case one may ask, whether this "Marxist-Leninist" party has ever been “not so 
Marxist-Leninist" during half of the past 60 years? Afte~ the overthrow of the 
“gang of four" and before the Third Plenary Session, have there not occurred 
instances when the scientific ideology of Marxism-Leninism was very markedly 

not upheld? The answer to these questions can only be, yes. In that case, 
doesn't upholding the scientific ideology of Marxism have priority over the 
other “upholdings" and over the “upholding of the party leadership," and should 
it not be upheld first of all and with special emphasis? 


Some Important Reasons for the Crisis of Faith in Marxism-Leninism 


The serious questions are, first, that a crisis of faith in Marxism has arisen 
in China, and second, that many self-affirmed believers in Marxism-Leninism in 
powerful positions will still to this day in some questions firmly uphold non- 
Marxist viewpoints and methods. 


In present-day China, there are many who basically never believed in Marxisn- 
Leninism and there are also many who have turned from believers in Marxisn- 
Leninism into non-believers. Why should a crisis of faith in Marxism-Leninism 
have arisen? There are several reasons. First, some theses of Marxism-Leninism 
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have already become outdated (to be discussed later in more detail). Second, 
for many new questions and new conditions that have arisen in modern and 
contemporary times, there are no explanations in the writings of Marx and Lenin 
(to be discussed later, here only briefly noted). Tuird, China made a bad job of 
socialism during the last 30 years and the people blame Marxism-Leninism for it. 
Four, Mao Zedong and his men gave out their left-deviationist mistakes and their 
left-deviationist line as true Marxism-Leninism, while it was actually false 
Marxism-Leninism. The people who had believed in the false and had taken it for 
true, later recognized the false goods and now don't want to believe even in the 
genuine. Five, some corrupt party members and cadres have frequently taken 
advantage of their powerful positions and under the guise of phony theories 
frightened people, gave people harsh dressingdowns, "rectified" people, thereby 
arousing much animosity so that people now don't want to have anything to do 
with those men and their Marxism. Indications of this crisis of faith have not 
been eliminated even after the Third and the Sixth Plenary Session. 


Indications That the Crisis of Faith has not yet been Eliminated 


During the time from the Third to the Sixth Plenary Session, the CCP has expended 
great energy on bringing order out of chaos and has accomplished achievements 

in its economic readjustment. However, the leftist poison is far from being 
eliminated. Some people believe that they do every movement on the political 
stage in Marxist-Leninist style, but in fact they are very deficient. For 
instance, on socialist democracy, which Marxism regards as highly important, 

they talk a lot and do little, even sometimes proceed in exactly the opposite 
direction. Democracy means that the minority must obey the majority, but these 
people always want the broad masses (esteemed by Mao as "the true heroes") to 
obey their commands and their will, that is, of the self-styled Marxists. The 
least that democracy demands is freedom of speech, but they will not give the 
people true freedom of speech, even academic freedom is not tolerated. Those 

in high positions have the freedom to utilize the newspapers as their big stick 
against writers of liberated ideologies, but the common people have no freedom 

to fight back against these big stick tactics. The article by the special 
correspondent of the JIEFANGFUN BAO [PLA NEWSPAPER], which criticizes the article 
by Bai Hua [4101 2901], aroused public indignation, but in what newspaper could 
an article be published that expressed this public indignation? From Beijing 

to the various localities there are 20 provincial and municipal newspapers that 
reprint articles from the PLA newspaper, where has there ever been a newspaper that 
would print an article which directly criticizes anything in the PLA paper? Some 
argue that since the Chinese have suffered the feudal poisoning so profoundly, 
democracy must be introduced along the conventional ways, it cannot be rushed. 
There is some truth in this, but why can’t certain highly placed Chinese communists 
take the lead in advance of the masses, "be the first in line” to demonstrate 
democratic conduct and “set the tune with one beat of the gong”? We hear them 
vociferously emphasizing that the four principles must be observed and that 
Marxism-Leninism must be firmly upheld, but they either are completely ignorant 
of, or have completely forgotten the socialist democratic doctrines of Marx and 
Engels. Marx and Engels said in 1848: "The first step in the workers’ revolution 
is to raise the proletariat to become the ruling class and to strive for 
democracy."! This sentence fully demonstrates the importance that Marx and 
Engels attributed to democracy. It may be explained as: the first step of the 
workers’ revolution is to establish a democratic regime of the proletariat. 
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The Chinese revolution has gained its victory already over 30 years ago, but 

how much democracy have the proletariat and the entire people gained? Can this 
kind of a country be truly regarded as a socialist country? Since socialist 
democracy has not truly been realized, it is difficult to eliminate bureaucracy and 
a work style of prerogatives and privileges. This is the reason for great 
dissatisfaction among the masses. It is an important factor in the crisis of 
confidence in the CCP and one of the reasons for the crisis of faith in Marxism 
that China now experiences. 


The Crisis of Faith in Marxism-Leninism is a World Problem 


Some say the crisis of faith in Marxism is not only being experienced in China, 
but is a worldwide phenomenon. That is a fact. I have had contact with some 
French writers and correspondents who in the late sixties, influenced by the 
“Cultural Revolution" and the "Red Guard" movement, had become ardent devotees 
of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. In France they joined "rebellious" 
movements, including street demonstrations, occupation of schools, etc, but now 
they not only do not believe anymore in Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, 
but did not even give their votes in the French general elections to the French 
communist party which pursues a policy of Eurocommunism. In a scholarly report 
on his experiences in Japan, Yu Guangyuan [0060 0342 6678] said the Japanese 
workers do not yearn for socialism like 20 years ago, because they have seen 
nothing good come from socialism. There was a time in the fifties when many 
people pinned their hopes on China, but later when seeing how slow China's 
livelihood remained one of bitter hardships, China had no more attraction for 
them. 


The reasons why the crisis of faith in Marxism has become a kind of worldwide 
epidemic are basically the same as the reasons we mentioned earlier for the 
crisis in China. Once, the red star shone so brightly on top of the Kremlin 
and gave infinite lustre to Marxism. After socialism suffered its serious 
setbacks in the Soviet Union, the hopes from all corners of the world flowed in 
one hot current toward Zhongnan Lake [seat of government] in Beijing. However, 
when China staged the "Cultural Revolution” and revealed the serious defects of 
an overweening, "Marxist" CCP and an overweening over "socialist" China, the 
rivers and rivulets of hot current cooled off and the crisis of faith in 
Marxism-Leninism deepened considerably. 


At present, the CCP energetically advocates the “four insistences" and advocates 
to "firmly uphold Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought" in order to overcome 
the crisis of confidence and the crisis of faith, and to have the whole party 

and the whole people unite and advance under the guidance of the party and under 
the banner of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. But is this an easy thing 
to accomplish? Let us here first discuss “upholding Marxism-Leninism." 


How Do We Today Look Upon the Tenets of Marxism? 
Lenin's Overstatement Regarding the Omnipotence of Marxism 


Lenin gave some clear explanations of the concepts and substance of Marxism. 
He said: "Marxism is the system of Marx's viewpoints and doctrines. Marx is 
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the inheritor and talented perfector of three ideological trends in the three mst 
advanced countries of the 19th century. These three ideological trends are: 

the classical philosophy of Germany, the English classical school of political 
economics and French socialism, a combination of French revolutionary doctrines 
in general. Marx's viewpoints were extremely thoroughgoing and tightly knit, 
which even his enemies acknowledge. The sum total of these viewpoints form 
modern materialism and modern scientific socialism and constitute the theoretical 
guiding principles for the labor movements in all civilized countries of the 
world."'2 According to Lenin's analysis, Marxism has three components: one is 

the dialectic materialism and historical materialism, one is political economics 
and one is socialism.“ Lenin condensed the high value that he attributed to 
Marxism into one short sentence: "The doctrines of Marxism are omnipotent because 
they are correct. 


Lenin made a fairly penetrating analysis of Marxism, but his formlation of its 
omnipotence is not very accurate. 


Certain Political-Economic Viewpoints of Marxism No More Fit Today's Conditions 
Are Marx's doctrines really “omnipotent"? 


The philosophical principles in Marxism leave little room for argument. The 
priorities given to materialism, practice, the unity of opposites, the developmental 
viewpoints, historical materialism, etc, we must admit, are universal truths, 
applicable everywhere and fitting all localities. To call them "omnipotent" is 
not saying too much. However, those parts of Marxism that deal with political 
economics and socialism are not that kind of a panacea. Marx wrote "Das Kapital" 
in the 19th century. It analyzes 19th century capitalism. The views expressed in 
this book are of great usefulness regarding all capitalist production relations. 
However, to deal only with the value of labor, surplus value, and the laws of 
profit averaging at the time when capitalism developed, toward the end of the 
19th century, is obviously not enough. That means that it is not enough to 

use only "Das Kapital" to explain modern capitalism. 


To give an example, the direct production concept of the past basically comprises 
manual workers with the addition of technical personnel directly engaged in 
production in enterprises. However, following the development of science and 
technology, the technical and scientific level of the tools of production rose 
very rapidly, machines widely replaced men, even robots become more and more 
common, and the concept of the direct production force has already undergone 

a great change. That means the scientific and technological development greatly 
accelerated the development of the social production force and greatly influenced 
the economic formation of society. The economic crises of capitalism also gave 
rise to new and different forms. If one were to cling doggedly to "Das Kapital" 
in an examination of the changes of capitalism, it would be impossible to under- 
stand all these questions. 


Let met cite another example. Marx set forth his thesis of the ever increasing 
impoverishment of the proletariat on the basis of the conditions of the working 
class in the 19th century, which obviously does not fit conditions in the 20th 
century and particularly not the conditions of today. In the "Communist 

Manifesto" Marx and Engels said in 1848: "The modern laborer, on the contrary, 
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instead of rising with the progress of industry, sinks deeper and deeper below 

the conditions of existence on his own class. The laborer becomes a pauper, and 
pauperism develops more rapidly than population and wealth."” In 1865 Marx 

said: "The general trend of capitalism production goes not tend to raise the 
average wage level, but tends to lower that level."” When discussing the process 
of capital accumulation, Marx says in his "Das Kapital": "In this transformation 
process of plundering and monopolizing, the whole interest capitalist tycoons 
continuously decrease, while the degree of impoverishment, oppression, enslavement, 
deterioration and exploitation steadily deepens."’ However, what are the actual 
conditions? The livelihood of the workers is by no means rapidly deteriorating, 
especially after the war, the actual wages of workers in mst countries of Europe 
and America have increased. Taking the manufacturing industries as example and 
comparing 1970 with 1949, the increases in America and England were 48.8 and 

46.1 percent, respectively. In France, Japan and West Germany the increases were 
as high as 120 to 289 percent. After 1970, wages of workers in the manufacturing 
industries of these countries have continued to go up. It is a ridiculous 
attitude, and not at all seeking truth from facts, if some people "defend Marxism" 
by "proving" with methods that come close to sophism that the "impoverishment" 

is one of the universal truths. 


Some Marxist Theories on Socialist Revolution Have Their Practical Limitations 


Marx's doctrines on socialism are more brilliant than anything in the socialism 
of his time. He directly took over the positive elements in the utopian socialism 
of Saint-Simon, Fourier and Owen, but as pupil surpassed his masters. Fourier 
once published an advertisement calling on rich people to support with their 
contributions the happier new communities that he was organizing. He waited 
respectfully day and night but to the end of his days never saw any kind and 
benevolent elders. Marx was quite different from these utopian thinkers; he 
fundamentally remolded socialism and laid his theoretical foundation on the law 
vf social development. However, even so, Marx's socialist doctrines are also 

not unassailable. 


It is a well-known fact that Marx and Engels predicted that the revolution, which 
they had envisioned, would first break out in countries with advanced production 
forces and well-developed capitalism (as e.g., England, France and Germany), but 
in the end it was successful first in Russia, a country with rather backward 
production forces and not very well developed capitalism. China before its 
revolutionary victory was an even poorer and more backward country in a 
semifeudal, semicolonial state. This historical development shows that certain 
Marxist theories on socialism had their limitations of space and time. 


Some Marxist Ideas on Socialist Economic Forms are Not Feasible in Actual 
Practice 


To cite another example: The basic features of the economic formation in the 
socialism envisaged by Marx were that on the foundation of a socialized production, 
there would be common and joint work by the whole society, common property; 
distribution would be direct and there would be no need for commodity exchanges, 
therefore also no need for money and also no markets. Later social practice has 
shown that all this is not feasible. The communist chief of Cambodia, Pol Pot, 





once carried out this kind of socialism. The result was that he created a 
complete chaos in every phase of the Cambodian economy, and its political and 
military affairs. If people accuse Pol Pot of suffering the disease of extreme 
"leftism" he could very well defend himself by asserting that he followed the 
doctrines of Marx. Even though this was a blind and indiscriminate application, 
it was a manifestation of “leftism." This leftism is a divorcing of oneself 
from the realities, divorcing oneself from time and space and the set conditions. 
There is bound to be a difference between Marx's understanding of socialism 100 
years ago and the practice of socialism in our days. 


Many Marxist Theories Meet New Challenges in the Present World’ 


The fact is very clear that Marxism is one field of scholarship. “Learning has 
no limits," and scholarship also has no limits, which means it has to be 
continuously supplemented, revised and developed. At Tokyo University there are 
two courses of economic theories, course No 1 and course No 2. The one called 
economic theories No 1 deals with Marxist economics, and the course economic 
theories No 2 deals with modern economics. Both are required courses. It is 
said that 15 years ago, Marxist economics was in dominant position in Japanese 
universities, but that it was later displaced by modern econorics. Why could 
this situation arise? Probably because the economic doctrines of Marxism cannot 
explain certain important economic questions in the present society. Actually, 
quite a number of questions require authoritative answers, for instance, what 
after all is the developmental law of capitalism? What are the future prospects 
of the capitalism world? What new changes have occurred in the economic contra- 
dictions and economic crises in the capitalist countries? What forms and 
patterns should labor movements in those countries adopt? What will be the 
future prospects of socialism? ... To this date, there has been not one Marxist 
theoretician to write a substantial and convincing book that would reply to these 
questions. We may therefore say that Marxism is directly facing the challenge 
of new historical developments, new conditions and new problems. 


How Do We Look Today at Leninism? 


During the more than 100 years from Marx and Engels to our days, Lenin has been 
an outstanding theoretician in the development of Marxism. He revised and 
supplemented the Marxian thesis that the revolution will gain its first victory 
in a country of well-developed capitalism and other thes§s, and he analyzed the 
characteristic traits of the post-Marx capitalism world. However, Leninisn, 
which Stalin called "Marxism of the imperialist and proletarian revolutionary 
period," is also not absolute truth, just as Marxism. Lenin's views and actions 
regarding some important problems have been erroneous. 


Lenin's Theory on the Definite Impoverishment of Capitalist Workers Was Onesided 


Un the question of the impoverishment of capitalist workers, touched upon earlier, 
Lenin held a onesided view. In an article written in 1922, "The Impoverishment 
of the Capitalist Society," he said: "The wealth of the capitalist society is 
growing at an incredible speed, but the masses of workers are getting poorer 

day by day."11 we explained this, based on German data: "The workers are 
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definitely being impoverished, they are simply getting poorer and poorer, their 
livelihood is deterioyating, their food is bad and not enough, they crowd into 
cellars and attics." Lenin's "definite impoverishment" was aimed against the 
Statement of "no impoverisnment™ made by “certain opportunists." However, the 
historical facts later made it clear that on this question it was not Lenin, but 
the “certain opportunists" who were right. There are still today some people 

in Chinese academic circles who defend Lenin's “absolute impoverishment, "some also 
saying that Lenin at that time spoke of "the conditions of livelihood of German 
workers at a certain period of time; Lenin did not refer comprehensively to the 
conditions of workers in various countries at that time." This is certainly not 
an attitude of seeking truth from facts. After he had set forth the view of the 
workers’ impoverishment in his “Impoverishment of the Capitalist Society," he 
again said “Take some data from Germany as example," so how can one say that 
Lenin was only speaking of conditions in Germany? Actually, from the title of the 
article alone we can see that Lenin intended to deal with this problem as being 

of a universal nature. 


Lenin's Theory and Policy of "War Communism" Had Dire Consequences for the Soviet 
Union 


This is one example. Another example that can be cited from the Lenin era is the 
"War Communism." Beginning in 1917, Russia gradually instituted "War Communism." 
Lenin and the Russian communists (Bolshevik) believed that instituting "War 
Communism" would be a direct transition to communism. "War Communism" consisted 
mainly of the following: requisitioning of surplus grain, the peasants having 

to sell to the state all agricultural, animal husbandry and agricultural 
by-products, no equivalent material to be received in return; all state enterprises 
instituted a system of highly centralized administration with one-man leadership, 
all domestic and foreign trade was nationalized, commodity trade and market 
economy was abolished, most manufactured goods were accounted in kind, distribution 
to consumers was also in kind, cash wages were almost totally abolished. Lenin 
said: "We firmly believed at that time that the peasants will provide us with 
all the grain we needed, according to the system of collecting their surplus 
grain. We would then have been able to distribute this grain to the workers in 
the various Sagtortes, and that we could institute a communist production and 
distribution."-3 The result of the "War Communism" was an economic, political 
and social crisis that grew worse day by day. In the great starvation of 
February 1921, millions starved to death. Lenin recounted the conditions of that 
time with grief and remorse: "In 1921, after we pulled through, and victoriously 
pulled through, the most serious stage of our civil war, we met with the great, 
and in my opinion most serious, internal political crisis of Soviet Russia. This 
crisis entailed not only dissatisfaction among a large section of the peasantry, 
but also dissatisfaction of the workers. At that time, the mood of the broad 
masses of the peasantry was, not consciously but instinctively, against us. This 
happened the first itme in the history of Soviet Russia, and I hope it will 

be the last time. What had brought about this special condition, which of course 
was also most unhappy for us? The reason was that we advanced too far in our 
economic assault. We did not ensure a sufficient base for ourselves. The masses 
felt that it was beyond our strength to make the direct transition to a form of 
pure socialism and a pure socialist distribution. If we would not have been able 
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to effect a retreat, but merely gerried out some easy tasks, we would have been 
in danger of utter destruction." 


Lenin admitted fully that the “War Communism" was a failure, a mistaken "frontal 
attack." In the spring of 1921, the “new economic policy" was instituted and the 
Russian economy gradually recovered. It is a pity that there are always people, 
be it in the Soviet Union (where it was Stalin) or in China, who stand facts on 
their head and who would sing the praises of the "War Communism" as a glorious 
chapter of Leninism. What China did in the "Great Leap Forward" and the 
“Cultural Revolution" is very similar to the "War Communism," and what Pol Pot 
did in Cambodia can even mre be said to be a true replica of the Russian "War 
Communism." We realize from these facts that the CCP and other communist parties 
that call themselves Marxist have not learned a lesson from the mistakes committed 
in those years by Lenin and the Russian communists (Solshevik). 


The Formulation "Firmly Uphold Marxism" Deserves Further Exploration 


If we now discuss the question of firmly upholding Marxism-Leninism, we believe it 
will be easy to come to a conclusion. 


What Things in Marxism Are We To "Firmly Uphold?" 


If we take “uphold Marxism-Leninism" to mean that we are to uphold every idea of 
Marx and Lenin, that would be not different from saying that we are to blindly 
adhere to Marxism-Leninism, that we are to indiscriminately copy everything of 
Marx and Lenin, without giving any considerations to time, space, conditions 
and concrete circumstances. "Upholding™ in this way will of necessity have us 
commit the mistake of doctrinairism. Has the CCP not quite a few lessons in 
this respect to absorb? 


If we take “uphold Marxism-Leninism" to mean to adhere to the basic principles 
of Marxism-Leninism, the question is, what are the basic principles of Marxism- 
Leninism? Can this question be clarified in a short time? At present, Chinese 
theoreticians argue that question back and forth. Even if this question is 
cleared up, must we not also further study whether it is all of the Marxist- 
Leninist basic principles that are to be firmly upheld? 


The Doctrines of Marxism-Leninism Are Products of History 


In my opinion, the doctrines of Marx and Engels, the same as those of Sun Yatsen 
and Confucius, are all products of history. At certain historical periods there 
may appear various kinds of ideologies suited to that period. Among these, 
there are of course distinctive ideas and doctrines. We can state with confidence 
that as long as there are internal contradictions in the capitalist society 
and as long as socialism retains vitality, Marxism will not vanish from the 
world. The cloud of Marxism that hovers over Europe and America since the late 
fifties and especially since the early sixties is not getting more solitary 

and lacking company, but rather attracts more and more attention. "Enthusiasm 
for Marxism" appeared in West Germany, France, Italy, America and England, and 
engendered quite a number of Marxist schools of thought. In Germany, 400 
different publications on Marx and Engels were published in the last few years. 
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In the academic circles of the more than 4,000 American universities, there are 
now 10,000 teachers who proudly embrace Marxism. Openly published Marxist 
newspapers, periodicals and books increase from day to day. This shows the great 
vitality of Marxism. Who will not puruse this "strange shadow" at the present 
stage of history? bes 


The Relativity of Truth Determines That We Cannot Blindly ‘Uphold’ Marxisn- 
Leninism 


However, Marxism is certainly not absolute truth, it has to undergo the test of 
practice. Many of its concrete conclusions bear the limitation of time, space 
and historical conditions. In the past, Newton's doctrines in physics were 
considered as without error and as absolute truth without any points of doubt. 
But later it was discovered that Newton's physics could basically be applied 

only with low speed movements, and not in the area of high speed movements, 

for instance speeds close to the speed of light; it was therefore replaced by 

the theory of relativity. If even truth like Newton's physics, for a long time 
hailed as arrived at by accurate science and furthermore proved by longterm 
scientific practice, is found to have such limitations and to be of such relative 
nature, then we should not be surprised if dealing with the borderlines of 

truths arrived at in the social sciences these are found to include some relative 


and even erroneous elements. Lenin said: "All borderlines of truth in scientific 


principles are relative, they may broaden as knowledge increases or at other 
times restrict." “Every truth if ... applied outside the sphere where it 


actually is to be applied can be made into a complete absurdity and moreover under 


these circumstances will of necessity turn into a complete absurdity."1© Engels 
has said similar things, namely that what today is recognized as knowledge 
compatible with truth has inherently hidden in it erroneous aspects which may 
become apparent in future. Their statements agree with the objective realities. 


All-inclusive "Upholding" of Marxism-Leninism Leads to Errors in Practice and 
Doctrinairism 


We can therefore affirm with certainty that it would be a mistake if we would 
take the statements of Marx, Engels and Lenin word for word as truths, in the 
same way as if we would take Mao Zedong's statements word for word as truths. 
This is one thing, and another thing is that some views of Marx and Engels can 
possibly be truth today, but tomorrow possibly be found to be untrue or contain 
elements of error. If we then demand the "firm upholding of Marxism," should 

we not first clarify which principles are to be upheld now and which not? Truth 
is always concrete, so that we need a concrete analysis, concrete appraisal 

and concrete tests. If we do not distinguish which are by now outdated, which 
are correct and which are erroneous, but try to uphold each and every one of the 
principles, the result can only be an ideological confusion and moreover lead to 
errors in practice. 


No Indiscriminate Labelling as Criminals and Big Stick Treatment for Those Who 
Probe Into the "Four Insistences” 


Make no mistake, Marxism is a branch of science; science and scholorship must 
constantly be replenished and developed. But is it not also necessary to probe 
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and investigate which aspects must be replenished, which aspects must be developed 
and which universal truths must be linked with actual practice, lest we comit 
the mistake of doctrinairism: All these questions have not yet been solved by 
Chinese theoreticians; probing into these questions is either going on or not 
yet taken in hand. Is it therefore not inappropriate to put forward an all- 
inclusive and rigid “firmly uphold Marxism" under these circumstances? If doubts 
are raised in these matters, is it not going too far to apply the big stick 
treatment and name-calling, such as “you oppose the ‘four insistences'," 
“rightist deviationist, reactiogary!" Mao Zedong once said: "You can't compel 
people to believe in Marxisa." If people who disbelieve Marxism are not to be 
labelled criminals, why should people be labelled criminals if they raise 
questions as to what is to be upheld? (End of first section; we shall publish in 
our next issue the second section on upholding Marxism, Leninism and particularly 
Mao Zedong Thought)

HUNAN STUDENT REPRESENTATIVE ARRESTED, SENTENCED 
Hong Kong CHISHI NIENTAI in Chinese No 9, Sep 81 pp 100-101

[Text] The situation concerning the student movement at Hunan Teachers College 
was reported in CHISHI NIENTAI in December of last year. This article provides 
mainly a brief review and summing up of this movement. 


This movement first started when Liang Heng [2733 1854] of the Chinese Department 
at Hunan Teachers College gave a speech in his department at 3 pm on 19 September 
1980 recommending himself as a people's deputy, and ended at 4 pm on 19 June 1981 
when college authorities announced 1981 Document No 4 (On Dismissal of Tao Sen 
From His Student Status) to all students of the college; altogether, it lasted 

9 whole months. At 9 pm on 19 [June], after college authorities promulgated the 
document, a public security organ secretly sentenced Tao Sen to 3 years of 
education through labor and immediate dispatch to a labor reform farm under 
guard. This event was the concrete indicator of the conclusion of this movement. 


On the basis of the development and evolution of the situation, the movement 

may be divided into three stages. In the first stage, from 19 September 1980 to 
the evening of 9 October 1980, the stude.ts went to the provincial party committee 
for the first time to present a petition. The second stage, from 9 October 1980 

to the forenoon of 16 October 1980, consisted of their struggle in the form of a 
fast. In the third stage, from 16 October 1980 to the afternoon of 19 June 

1981, Tao Sen was secretly arrested after the whole college had undergone political 
study. 


The First Stage: Petition Presented to Provincial Party Committee 


In the first stage: The cause of the students’ democratic movement that shocked 
overseas circles may be viewed from three aspects. 


1. The aspect of the political and legal institutions of the state. The 
promulgation of "The Organic Law of the Local People's Congresses and Local 
People's Governments of the People's Republic of China" and "The Electoral Law 
for the National People's Congress and Local People's Congresses of the People's 
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Republic of China" by the Second Session of the political life of the people of 

the whole country. After the two laws came into effect on 1 January 1980, various 
localities in the country began direct election activities at varying paces. Hunan 
Teachers College started its election in the middle of September. 


2. The aspect of the electors. Hunan Teachers Collexe is in the 76th electoral 
district, in the western district of Changsha Municipality; its electors are 
mostly college students. Before they entered college, they were engaged in 
professions at various levels; e.g., as peasants, workers, soldiers, teachers, 
and cadres. Hence they had a clearer perception of the political and economic 
situation in Chinese society, and they had accumulated and suppressed strong 
dissatisfaction with the bureaucratism and privileged strata that had resulted 
from the appointment system and lifelong tenure system. Because they entertained 
an idealistic and romantic trust in these new laws, and also because the deputy 
candidate's explosive speech had provoked them, the enthusiasm in their minds, 
which longed to change the existing situation and establish a new order of life, 
quickly erupted. 


3. The aspect of the cadres. Irrespective of the subjective intent on the part 
of the leaders at the highest level, because the two laws had come into effect and 
elections were already getting started, the cadres currently in office found 
themselves encountering a brand new issue. The longstanding “unified leadership" 
and the “appointment system" and "lifelong tenure system" in existence made such 
concepts as “legal system" and "democracy" completely foreign to the party 
cadres--so much so that members of the college election leading group told the 
students: "The Electoral Law will become effective only through our interpreta- 
tion." They also unscrupulously increased the quota of deputy candidates. 
Naturally, the fact that for years the relationship between the party and the 
masses had been remote and tense, and that party cadres had taken no responsibility 
for the masses under their jurisdiction and looked down upon them (the leader of 
the college election leading group, college Vice President Su Ming [5685 2494], 
openly declared that he despised the student deputies), constituted one of the 
causes that prompted the movement to quickly rush into hightide this time. 


In view of all of the foregoing--because of the implementation of the two laws 
which provided the possibility for this movement, because of the electors’ 
longstanding feelings of dissatisfaction and, in addition, because of the 
existence of the college election leading group which hindered the exercise of 
democratic rights by the electors, and for many similar reasons--the student 
movement at Hunan Teachers College, with Liang Heng's first public speech in which 
he declared his “disbelief in Marxism-Leninism" as its overture, thus began 
vigorously. 


The Second Stage: Struggle in the Form of Fast 


In the second stage: Students entered the electoral movement one after another 
with a positive attitude in this stage; they openly expressed their personal 
views on various questions. This situation undoubtedly constituted an encourage- 
ment to their attempt to eliminate the longstanding suppression and their 
inferiority complex and also made them feel that they were erecting a positive 
self-image for themselves (e.g., through the poems and songs and the wall posters 
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they put up at the time). But the "victory" of their second presentation of a 
petition on 9 October (the students called it a "victory," although the meaning 

of such a “victory" was rather vague and almost childish) brought the students into 
a state of blind optimism; this resulted in their failing to study strategy and 

put them in a defensive position later on. In the end, the students became 

divided internally, and the entire movement thus found it impossible to develop 

any further. 


There were two reasons for the rise of this situation: 1. Insufficient 
theoretical preparations. Because the people's thinking had remained in a closed 
state over the years and, in addition, the movement had exploded quite suddenly, 
the participants in the movement lacked a clear understanding of the nature and 
meaning of the movement itself. They joined it merely because of their emotional 
resentment toward bureaucratic privilege. (This was specifically reflected in 
the questions asked of the candidates and in the slogans they shouted.) 2. Improper 
methods. After they presented their petition to the provincial party committee 
for the first time, the students regarded themselves as having won a "victory." 
This “victory" merely meant that the two demands made by the students were satis- 
fied that evening: a) the demand that the provincial party committee regard the 
students’ procession as legitimate; and b) the demand that the provincial party 
committee send out an investigation team. Actually, these two demands were 
entirely superfluous, because the Constitution already has explicit provisions 

on processions and, besides, the provincial party committee could very well do 
things perfunctorily by sending out a completely meaningless investigation tean. 
Subsequent developments proved this point. In the end, the problems were not 
solved at all, and the students had to present a petition once again, thereby 
forcing themselves into a passive position. 


Ordinarily, election is a right conferred upon a citizen by law; if anyone 
hinders a citizen in his exercise of this right, the latter should immediately 
appeal to the law and let the law adjudicate the case. In the case of these 
students going to the Hunan Provincial Party Committee to present their petition, 
the result, at most, was to cause the provincial party committee to dismiss 

Su Ming, the leader of the college election leading group, from office. Had the 
students brought an indictment end the case had been sent to court for trial 
(the people's procuratorate of the western district had already agreed to 

handle the matter at the time), then the significance of this student movement 
would have been distinctly different. Looking back, this has also had to do 
with the electors’ own lack of any perception of the legal system. Naturally, 
they can hardly be blamed for this; for years the party and government were not 
separate, and the party committee often interfered with judicial administration. 
Everybody was under the control of the party committee of the unit to which he 
belonged, and matters big and small were all handled by the party organization. 
This made it natural that few people could believe they should be protected by 
the law. 


The Third Stage: Students Divided; College Authorities Counterattack 


In the third stage: Because of the internal division among the students 

after the fast (mainly because most students did not agree that Tao Sen and others 
should have gone to the capital to make accusations), the enthusiasm of many of 
them began to subside and the movement thus gradually calmed down. Just as Tao 
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Sen and others were maneuvering in Beijing, the Standing Committee of the National 
People's Congress dispatched a three-man investigation team to conduct an 
investigation at Human Teachers College. Immediately after [the investigation], 
which lasted half a month, the election office of the National People's Congress 
handed down Document No 60, a document of eight articles whose main content was 
the proposition of how to deal with the errors in the work of the college election 
leading group. The second article criticized Vice President Su Ming by name and 
pointed out that it was his rude attitude that had provoked a radicalization of 
the contradictions. The last article of the document especially stressed that 
leaders at various levels should not attack or retaliate against the students. 
This document, however, came from a government department. Therefore, even though 
the college authorities made a public written self-examination, at a meeting of 
the party committee they still refused to acquiesce, saying: “This is not the 
voice of the Party Central Comittee." 


In 1981, after Document No 2 had been handed down by the Party Central Committee, 
the college authorities began to launch an overall attack against the students. 
They decided to suspend classes throughout the college for 3 days in order to 
conduct a study class in which on the one hand they let all students indicate their 
attitude on the “four adherences," and, on the other hand, they began to carry 
out public criticism with respect to the expressions and conduct of Liang Heng 
and Tao Sen. During those 3 days of political study, the results expected by the 
college authorities were not achieved. On the afternoon of the last day, on the 
contrary, a big-character wall poster was put up at the college; its contents 
satirized the clumsiness of the performance of the college authorities and sang 
the praises of the student movement. This big-character wall poster really 
stimulated the people's hearts at the time and attracted the attention of the 
vast ranks of teachers, students, staff, and workers. After taking a picture of 
this big-character wall poster, the college authorities tore it down and 
immediately launched an investigation by taking this as a counterrevolutionary 
inciden’:. From then on, the students no longer raised their voices. The college 
authorities used all the methods employed in China's political movements of the 
past and did a great decal to create disunity and demoralization [among the 
students]. In the end, they succeeded in turning part of the students around 

to attack those students who had cooperated with one another. Finally, the 
college authorities exercised their power to take away Tao Sen's status as a 
student; thereafter, a public security organ secretly sentenced him to 3 years 
of forced education through labor. This was something not provided for in the 
Law on Criminal Procedure. In the case of Liang Heng, because he had already 
secured a visa to emigrate to the United States, the measure was limited to 
launching a vehement attack on his ideas in the province's institutions of higher 
learning. 


Results and Effects 


To sum up, this student movement in Hunan came to a close with the painful defeat 
of the students themselves. But the positive meaning which this movement imparted 
to the people's political life was perhaps beyond the calculation of the bureau- 
crats. Although all the participants in this movement quieted down, they have 

by no means lost heart. This restrospective article is itself a proof of this. 
Objectively summing up this movement, we can derive from it the following points: 
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1. The younger generation of China's intellectuals may become the vanguard of 
social reform once again, although they themselves are not yet quite mature. 


2. The law, under the rule of bureaucrats and the privileged, is to a considerable 
extent false and deceptive. 


3. Order maintained through violence and terror has made people even more indif- 
ferent toward politics and social life, and the relationship between the party and 
the masses has become even more tense. 


4. In a certain given period (such as from the beginning of the election to the 
time prior to the dispatch of the Central Committee's Document No 2), because of 
the need of the highest level to carry out a power struggle and, in addition, 
because of certain appropriate means that the people can use, it is possible to 
get rid of some very bad bureaucrats and thereby ameliorate the people's 
situation to a certain degree.
